KILLED KIND OF 
THE MOUNTAINS 
MANY WILL GIVE 
REMINISCENCES 


Deer which Has Baffled Hunters for Secure 
Gettysburg 
People 
who 


Many Years is at last Brought to 
Knew Lincoln and Burns to Spook 


Earth. 
Bore Mark ol Former 
at Tablet Unveiling Exercises in 


Chase. Dther Deer Killed. 
Local Church Kext Thursday. 


Christian Calmier, Glen Furney, is 
the hero among the 
deer hunters on 
the mountains. He has brought down* 
the large deer w’hich has 
foiled 
all j 
hunters for a number of years. 
"Long Black John” the 
people of 
the Glen E'urney vicinity 
long 
ago 
named this deer. He wfas big, he was 
dark in color—because of 
his years, 
it was said— he was wily and it was 
believed his thick coat of hair had the j 
power to turn aside bullets. Before and 
after hunting season he 
was 
to be 
seen frequently in the old forge and 
Glen E'urney sections 
and he seemed 
literally a monarch among the deer. 
Many hunters had espied him 
and 
chased him but none could bring him 
low 
until 
Christian 
Calmier 
came 
across 
him, 
Wednesday 
afternoon 
about 3:30 o’clock, near the old forge 
and not far from 
the 
Spnort deer 
club’s camping grounds. 
Calimer shot tw’ice at "Long John”. 
The first bullet broke a front and a 
hind leg and the 
second 
penetrated 
the animal’s heart. 
The 
deer 
weighed 
almost 
200 
pounds. An 
examination 
showed 
a 
hole in one ear, 
made 
by 
a 
bullet 
some years ago. 
, 
A number of men spent 
an entire 
season a few years ago in the pursuit 
of "Long John” and w’ere so sure they 
would get him 
that 
they 
promised 
friends a part of his meat. The deer, 
however, although 
showing 
himself 
frequently to the 
hunters and bein/ 
shot at a number of times, managed 
to escape the .slaughter. 
This morning Calvin Lower, of the 
Cashtown Club, shot a 
three 
prong 
buck. 


The program for the 
unveiling of 
the tablets at the I’resbyterian church

The unveiling of the tablets 
with the presentation and an address 
by the donor, J. W. Johnson, of Roch­ 
ester, will follow and the acceptance 
will be by the pastor, Rev. EL E. Tay­ 
lor.

and

Burns. 
Among those who will speak 
are William IL Tipton, 
William

Ziegler, Dr. P. M. Bikie and Theodore 
McAllister. Seats will be reserved for 
all those w’ho saw Lincoln and Bums 
and an opportunity will be

It 
is only by a few antiquaries that the 
old books are taken from their shelves 
The undergraduates never enter; iii 
deed, some have never heard of the 
Old library, 
it is elsewhere, in the 
Undergraduates’ library, that the pres 
out generation socks learning." 
But even this is not the deadest of 
libraries, for Mr. Gibson describes a 
less frequented one within the pre 
tincts of Christ church; 
"Dr. Richard Allestree. regius pro 
fessor of divinity, in 1680 convoyed 
the whole of his books to the univorsi 
ty iii trust for the use of successive 
regius professors of divinity. The uni 
varsity, by the deed of trust, was to 
exercise the right of visitation, lait no 
money was left for the maintenance of 
tile library, nor has provision ever been 
made for it.

the object In fitting out the brig Alba­ 
tross for a voyage from London. Aside 
from a strong handed crew. three pro 
feasors and four or tire students ac­
